Los Angeles, Gal., Ju n e 11.— Reluc­ 
tant admissions made by the postof­ 
fice officials of three cities confirm to 
some extent the bedef that the disap­ 
pearance of a registered mall pouch 
som ewhere within the Jurisdiction of 
the Kansas Pity, Mo., post office last 
Saturday ulght will prove one of the 
biggest hauls In the history of the 
postoffice department. 
From private 
sources It was learned that a package 
of at least $50,000 in currency was 
among the 
contents 
of the 
pouch, 
which 
carried, 
in 
addition, an 
un­ 
usually large number of letters and 
pa< Kages containing money and other 
valuables to an amount which can only 
he conjectured, but which may reach 
$50,000 or more. 
The pouch was In 
transit from this city lo New York 
and the postal inspectors who have 
had the case in charge for at least 
fort>-eight hours refuse any explana 
tton of the manner in which it became 
lost In transfer from one responsible 
guardian to another. 
That a pouch of 
valuable proportions has disappeared 
was admitted by the department at 
Washington, 
by 
Postmaster 
M. 
H. 
Flint of Los Angeles, and by Inspector 
W. J. Yhkery, attached to the Kansas 
City |*ostoffice, who appears to have 
the case for investigation. 
There Is reason to believe that the 
$50,000 package of currency, which will 
undoubtedly prove to be the largest 
Individual loss, was a shipment made 
by a l.os Angeles bank to Its New 
York correspondent. Postmaster Flint 
of Los Angeles states that it would 
he impossible for any official of the 
department to even estimate the total 
contents of the missing pouch until 
the holders of receipts issued on the 
day in question had made affidavits as 
to the m atter entrusted to the mails. 


Notified o f H is L o s s . 


Mr. Flint admitted after being shown 
the dispatches from Kansas City that 
he had been notified of the loss. 
Some additional 
information 
rela­ 
tive to the package of currency sup 
poeed to have been in the pouch was 
obtained 
from 
the cashier, Charles 
Seyler, of the Farm ers and Merchants’ 
Nailonal bank of this city, who said: 
“According to our information, 
a 
mail pouch, made up here on Ju n e 3 
and leaving for New York on the fol­ 
lowing morning, has disappeared. 
A 
conservative valuation of the currency 
contents furnished by this and other 
hanks of this city will he $50,000. The 
total amount is made up of between 
thirty and fifty packages, the exact 
number being difficult to determine. 
“The missing funds were placed in 
the postoffice the evening of June 3. 
their destination being New York city, 
our 
correspondent 
there 
being 
the 
Chemical National bank, to whom our 
portion 
of 
the 
shipment 
was 
con­ 
signed.” 
In the shipment of registered pack 
ages 
through 
the 
postoffice 
mail 
pouches are sealed vvilh a rotary lock 
at the initial point with no opportunity 
of being ope led without being m uti­ 
lated prior to reaching their destina­ 
tion. 
For this reason, it is argued, 
none of the postal employes was in a 
position to secure knowledge of the 
contents en route.

PROMINENT

T. D. O'Brien, Ambrose Tighe,

T he D i s p a t c h news gatherer hap­ 
pened to drop into the Ransford hotel 
lobby Wednesday evening and was one 
of several interested auditors at a very 
entertaining and instructive talk on 
m atters political. 
The group was one 
of more than ordinary political import­ 
ance. 
(lathered by chance were Hon. 
T. D. O'Brien, state insurance com­ 
missioner, Hon. Ambrose Tighe, of St. 
Paul; Hon. Leon E. Lum, of Duluth, 
Mayor Wise, of Brainerd, and a num­ 
ber of lesser political lights. 
When the reporter happened along 
Mr. O’Brien was relating some am u s-; 
ing incidents of 
the Johnson-Bryan 
campaign and from that the talk drifted 
around the political field. 
Mr. O’Brien 
expressed the opinion, in speaking of 
presidential campaign, that Roosevelt, I 
were he the nominee, would receive 25 
;>er cent of the democratic vote and 
that Taft would get a good democratic 
jte. 
Concerning Johnson’s candidacy he 
had little to say, further than to say 
that he would be a whirlwind candidate, • 
u nominated. 
When asked if the Bryan 
element would sulk should Johnson be 
nominated he made no direct reply. 
Someone suggested that the wisest 
plan for Johnson would be to turn to 
the support of Bryan this year and then 
be the nominee in 1912. 
Mr. Tighe, 
however, expressed the opinion that 
this was the psychological time for Mr.

has overflowed most of the railroad 
yards, the stock ynrds and the resi­ 
dence and manufacturing district of 
Armourdale.

T he flood w as highly spectacular, 
viewed from the bluffs of Kansas Cl y. 
On the Clay county bank of the M is­ 
souri the little village of H arlem was 
entirely surrounded by w ater and the 
river was flowing a m ile wide behind !

has overflowed m ost of th e railroad j 
yards, the stock yards and the resi- ;
